The Case of the City Against 


the Emmitt Estate, 


Portsmouth Will Probably Realize 


$3,000-The Attorneys and 


Other Points. 


^ The case of the city against 
the 


Emniitt estate, which was compro- 
mised at Waverly yesterday, closed 
up a matter that has been standing a 
number qf years.. More thauaquartcr 
of a century ago the turnpike run- 
ning from here to Columbus was 
owned by. tlie Columbus Turnpike 
Co., of which James Emmitt was the 
controlling power. 
The road was 


sold by this company, or rather by 
Mr. Emmitt, who held the control- 
ling interest,- to the different counties 
along the line. The city of " Ports- 
mouth held stock under this deal 'to 
the amount of $20,0'OO face value. .At 
the time of the closing out, or mak- 
ing this a free pike, owing to a de- 
crease in stock, the actual value was 
about $8,000. There had never'.been 
an accounting by Mr. Emmitt after 
this sale was made. About two years 
ago Judge: Thompson, on .behalf of 
the city, brought suit to recover if 
possible the city's interest. He was 
to-have for his services' one-half of 
what he was able to recover.. Yester- 
day afternoon the stockholders from 
the different counties along the line 
vwere at Waverly and a compromise 
^as effected,, by which the outside 
stockholders who had failed to receive 
this apportionment agreed to take; 
twenty-five per cent of their stock. 
Judge Thompson having created the 
•fund out of which" it would be paid 
Instead of being paid by all the bene- 
ficiaries of the fund, an agreement 
was reached, under which the city of 
Portsmouth would receive twenty-five 
per cent more than thex othdr stock- 
holders, one-half going to the at- 
torney. The city would therefore 
Teceive the amount the Emmitt es- 
tate will pay, on $10,000, on the basis

{For the Rapid Advance in the 


Price of Wheat 


Caused Chiefly by Scarcity of Crops 


in Various Foreign Countries. 


Probable Price of July Wheat—An 


Interesting Interview With H. S. 


Grimes on the Wheat Market. 


The recent fluctuations in 
the 


grain market caused a Times reporter 
to interview Mr. H. S. Grimes. The 
•'opportunity had been desired 
for 


some time, in order .to get Mr. 
Grimes' views, but we were unable 


• to get his attention until today. Our 
robject in obtaining this interview is 
not only for the benefit of the farm- 
ers, but for anybody that is interested 
in business,, and "we desired 
Mr. 


Grimes' opinion in the matter, which 
is as authentic as can be arrived at 
by study, as lie gives the grain busi- 
ness his entire attention and studies 
the situation carefully, and is in a 
>better position to give information, 
than the ordinary grain dealer, 
... 


"I want to ask you, Mr. Grimes, 


yoiir opinion why wheat had made 
such, a terrible jump from a . market 
,of 90 cents to the highe'st price 
reached here?" 


'"Well," said Mr. Grimes, "the 


-situation is just this. If you will re- 
jnember,sonie three weeks ago France 
took her duty oil American wheat; 
Russia followed suit. 
When we con- 


sider that the. duty on American 
wheat in. France was 30 cents per 
bushel:and in Kussia 37 cents per 
bushel, .you can see at once by the 
taking off of this duty that these two 
countries were badly in need o£ 
wheat, the revenue derived from this 
duty being enormous, as they are the 
.largest importers of grain from this 
and other countries of the 
foreign 


- nations, and : this naturally had a 


tendency to advance prices equal to 
the duty taken off. 
Now this is one 


reason for the rapid advance. These 
two countries were compelled to show 
their hands, which they had con- 
.ccaled for months. Although having 
emissaries in this country all this 
time buying wheat, they were finally 
compelled,- as I said above, in order 
•to satisfy their people, to reduce or 
rather take off the duty entirely. 
This indicates that these two coun- 
tries are largely short of wheat and 
others are correspondingly so. Al- 
though this country had an enormous 
corp of wheat, we have been export- 
ing more largely than has 
been 


known in years previous to the re- 
duction of the duty. 
Immediately 


.upon this reduction taking place, sev- 
eral million bushels of wheat were 
contracted for, and the result is the 
high price of wheat of the past three 
weeks. 


"Mr. Grimes, do you think the war 


has anything to do with the price of 
grain," asked the reporter. 


''!'\Vhi]e I can not say positively 


that the war had any effect upon the 
price, it naturally would, of course, 
ordinarily, but when we take into 
consideration the danger of transpor- 
tation to other countries, especially 
with wheat, in our own ships, and 
the increase in the rate of insurance,! 
it would naturally cause one to ex- 
pect a limit to the shipments, but 
when wheat is shipped in foreign 
ships flying, neutral tlags, it is as safe 
now as it was previous to the declar- 


- ation of war. As a consequence, all 


ships carrying wheat for France or 
Russia or other markets, flying their 
Hags makes them perfectly safe. 
While, as 1 said before, I do not 
think the war had the effect of 
raising prices us much as the foreign 
countries buying our grain, this de- 
mand is the main cause of the rapid 
advance. 
While we raised this year 


550,000,000 bushels of wheat,'the 
consumption in the United Htatcs 
has increased from 1895 to the pres- 
ent time some 30,000,000 bushels. In 
] 895 we consumed 375,000,000 bushels. 
With our enormous crop of last year 
you will see it would only leave us 
with a surplus over our own con- 
sumption of '150.000,000 
bushels. 


Tliis now being about all consumed, 
the new crop will naturally come in 
on a depleted stock and you can sec 
the results." 


"Well, Mr. Grimes, what do you 


think of the outlook for the prcs'ent 
crop? What I. mean is. what do you 
think as to the prices we will get for 
grain and wheat?" 


"Why, I should, think from my re- 


marks above you would be about as 
good a judge as anybody else about 
that. 
While I do not anticipate high 


prices, that is to say unhealthy 
prices, I really think that we will sel'l 
wheat from the threshing machine, 
or rather we will buy wheat and the 
farmers 
will sell it at SI.00 per 


bushel. I can see nothing to prevent 
it. I may be mistaken, but taking 
our present situation into considera- 
tion and the outlook, which is not 
very favorable, taking the whole 
country at large, and i feel safe in 
predicting July wheat will be worth 
SI.00. At the present 
time the 


market is not so strong, as you well 
know, and July wheat will liardh 
stand SI.00." 


"Mr. Grimes, you are not usually a 


bull in the markets on grain, are 
you?" 


"Well, I will say this much. 1 an 


not a bull nor am I a bear. I hav< 
learneS in my twenty-two years o 
experience in,the grain business tha 


* it is not worth while to adovcat 


either side of this question, for as 
sure as a man does, he is liable to be- 
come so wedded to one side or the. 
other that he becomes a speculator, 
and it does not take long to wipe but 
what little a man can make in ycjjrs 
in one or two bad deals. As a conse- 
quence, .1 have studiously been on the 
fence as to the question of bulls and 
bears. I look at the matter:as ..it 
should be, in a common sense way— 
the way any business man'of.; gpod 
judgment will look at it: .A careful 
study of the situation. govern.s«iny. 
judgment, and 1 can say to you that 
is exactly why I take the stand .T do 
today,":

tion or two, and then I will not: take 
any more of your time. and. one is, 
what are the prospects of -.wheat 'in 
the state of Ohio?"

"The prospect in the state of Ohio 


TOR" 


is anything but favorable. 
The. last 


statistics show 75 per cent of an aver- 
age crop. . This time last year the 
same statistics secured in the same 
way showed 92 per cent of an average 
crop. Taking these facts into con- 
sideration, with an acreage of about 
20 per cent'less than last year, you 
will see that :Ohio is not going to 
have a great big crop of wheat." 
- "Well, Mr. Grimes, have you taken 
into consideration the other states'?" 
1 'Not particularly so. 1 have, of 


course, in my general estimate of the 
situation taken all the states into 
consideration, more or 
less, but, 


summing it all up in a nut-shell, the 
wheat corp will be short this year as 
to what it was last year." 
"Tell us what the'conditions of 


the-crops are in Scioto," Pike and 
Lawrence counties."

"Southern Ohio is 
more 
than 


blessed this year with excellent pros- 
pects. If nothing intervenes between 
this and the harvest, we will have 
the best of crops in Southern .Ohio, 
and the farmers will wear diamonds; 
that is my opinion at the present 
time."

"How about corn? What do you 


say about corn?" 


"Well, the market on corn today is 


just exactly 13 cents higher than it 
was at1 this time last year, and when 
you take into consideration that that 
is more than half as much again as 
the price was last year, you can see 
that this cereal is not so far behind 
wheat, and I may say if wheat hud 
stayed up to the high price it was, we 
should have had 30 cent corn. But; 
under the circumstances, with a de- 
clining market on wheat, and the 
enormous crop of old corn that was 
held over, I do not anticipate much 
higher prices on this cereal. Still I 
feel that this year will be one of the 
most prosperous the farmers have had 
since 1888. 
. 


"Now, I have just one more word 


to say to you, and then I want you 
to get out, for I am busy. 
While I 


am willing to accommodate you with 
my opinion, if you deem it worth 
having, still I can not give you - too 
much of my time, as you know full 
well. I will say one word more, and 
then 1 am done. When the farmers 
of this country are prosperous, every- 
thing else follows suit, and I look for 
a more prosperous year, regardless of 
the war, than we have had for many 
a long year, and you can say this to 
your readers." '
